Millions of us were shocked to 
learn of the tragic death of Grace 
“Moore, the singer. I heard her 
in a concert and was happy to note 
her vibrant lifé and her sincere 
personality. She was gracious and 
kind and responded to encores 
again and again. People loved 
her. 

In meditating on the untimely 
death of Miss Moore a New York 
writer recalled the words of the 
late John Galsworthy written only 
shortly before his death, in which 
he said, “Death is such a waste of 
me.” So it is 
when a charm- 
ing and useful 
life is blotted 
out and a fine 
personality lost. 
Yet death is a 
common exper- 
jence for us all, 
for none of us 
think of living 
forever. Yet it 
hehnoves us to 
think of that ancient plaque in a 
Chinese Garden in Peking which 
being translated reads, ‘Enjoy 
yourself; it is later than you 
think.” 

The highest enjoyment is real- 
ized in giving out, not in the get- 
ting. The splendid life of the 
singer was made rich in the things 
she gave out. She gave the joy 
of her personality, her gift of 
song, and a glorious voice. Too 
many of us think only of getting. 
and of what we desire for self and 
ours. Life is more than that. 

Life to me is not so much a 
problem as it is a challenge. Wise 
men have lived and died for thou- 
sands of years without finding the 
solution to life's problems. They 
lived well only when they rose 
above mundane things. We re- 
member the poets, the painters and 
the world travelers; not those 
who accumulated much gold. Life 
itself is a free gift, and we shall 
do well to meet it with understand- 
ing and enthusiasm. You have 
problems enough and we all have. 
but we can live above them and 
give forth that which is helpful 
|and radiant even as did Grace 
Moore, whesy recent and untime- 
| ly death was suc mn a waste.

WORLD EVENTS-— 
THEIR MEANING

The Big Four foreign ministers 
conference, which assembled..at 
Moscow a month and a half ago 


:to frame German and Austria 


peace treaties, has collapsed in 
deadlock and so is being recorded 
as a failure on major points. 


It strikes me tht very deadlock 
is a mark of vast achievement. It 
means the Western Allies have re- 
fused to retreat further in face of 
the Russian political offensive 
which already has swallowed a 
large section of Burope. 


We had to reach this point 
sometime, and it’s better now than 
later. It would have been bet- 
ter a lot sooner, for that matter. 


Each side blames the other for 
the stalemate, and, sharp words 
have been exchanged. U. S. Sec- 
retary of State Marshall has: 
charged the Soviet Union with 
blocking the American-proposed 
four-power pact to keep Germany 
demilitarized, and with stymying 
the Austrian treaty. And Soviet 
Foreign Minister Molotov has de- 
clared in equally curt language 
America has tried to force other 
powers to sign its pact without 
amendment. 


However, the thing which really 
matters is that the Western Allies 
have stopped their retreat. And 
it’s important that the American- 
British-French group have been 
further unified, 


This means we are much closer 
to finding out just what the Mus- 
covite program of expansion is. 
Human nature being what it is. the 
Soviet Union was bound to keep 
right on advancing until it en- 
countered an obstruction. 

Now as the result of the deter- 
mined stand by the Western group 
Russia will pursue one of two 
courses: Either she will make con- 
cessions in the interest of putting 
Europe on its feet, or she will keep 
right on pressing for control of 
more territory and more peoples. 

It would have been a grand 
thing for peace ir the Soviet gov- 
ernment could have seen its way 
to announce to the Big Four con- 
ference meeting in its capital that 


Russia had achieved all the re- 


alignment of zones of influence 
which she considered necessary.

‘One Patient 
Still at Large 


SAN FRANCISCO, April 28— 
(/#P)—Three of four dangerous 
mental patients who escaped from 
the Army’s Letterman hospital by 
trickery and force yesterday were 
back in custody today while search 
| widened for the fourth escapee 
and a hospital orderly they took 
as a hostage. 

Still at large, more than 24 
hours after the escape, was Frank 
R. Wallrath, 24, of Long Island 
City, N. Y. The orderly is Wal- 
lace Williams, of Fort Worth, 
Texas. 

Wallrath, a pnbateaoper with 
| the 11th airborne division during 
the war, was convicted by an 
eighth army court martial last 
Aug. 23 for deserting under fire 
| and for escaping twice from army 
confinement. He was sentenced 
to death and the division comman- 
der upheld the sentence, but Pres- 
ident Truman later commuted it 
to life imprisonment. 

The four patients made their 
escape from the double-locked psy- 
chopathic ward at 2 am. after 
slugging four orderlies who were 
summoned one by one. They 
opened the ward doors with keys 
taken from the orderlies and then 
slugged a guard, taking his :45 cal- 
iber pistol.
